HOW TO ALTER OLD DRESSES. 



How to alter old dresses, so that 
they will look fashionable once more, 
is often a perplexing question, Y<>u 

naturally desire to make as few 
changes as possible ; and it seems al- 
most wicked to rip the scums that 
you were hours in sewing. 

But frequently, a very slight alter- 
ation will give a decidedly different 
air to a dress, and one must keep well 
posted in the styles to know whore 
that touch or two is nooded. 

An apron overskirt, for instance, 
is by no means old-fashioned, but it 
must be drawn up high on the sides 
and allowed to fall in long, careless 
loops at the back. Draping is an 
art, and frequently this one little 
thing will serve lo make plain the fact 
that your dress is homemade and not 
fashioned by a skillful dressmaker. 

To loop an overskirt, first sew a 
band of cambric to each side of the 
apron, the band extending under the 
drapery and serving lo hold the apron 
in place. Braid is used for this pur- 
pose j but a broad cambric band is 
better. Then sew two or more strips 
of cambric lo the waistband, and 
fasten these also to the broad band 
spoken of above. This will give you 
afoondalion to drupe your overskirt 
upon ; and if you use silk, and the 
cambric is strong, you need have no 
fear of the stitches giving way. 

Many loops and ends of ribbon, or 
a bow with a buckle in the centre, 

may be placed on one side of the over- 
skirt. This gives a jaunty air to an 
otherwise plain garment. 

A plain, round basipic is easily 
altered. Cut it. to a point in front, 
make it short on the sides, and at the 
back tidd two double hovplcats lefl 
with a heading. You will thus have 
all the effect of a box-pleated basque. 
You can also add a knife-pleating, 
extending from the box-pleats, and 
placed under the edge of Ihe basque. 

A black silk skirt, that, is partly 
worn, can be remodeled in several 

pretty ways. One is to leave the back 
and side breadths plain, while a box- 
pleat in the centre, with three side 
pleats each side, cover the front, 
breadth. These pleats are se» 
the cambric foundation. One side- 
pleated llonuce edges tne skirt. 

Another way is lo have a plain front 
breadth with three or four wide pleats 
down the sides, or else only the centre 
of the front breadth is left plain. 
Sometimes Ibis front breadth is of 
another material, the plants being like 
the dress. A black silk made in this 
way might have a front breadth of one 
of the new red shades, or of a. delicate 
yellow (int. This touch of color could 
be partly veiled by rows of black lace. 
Thus, a dress no longer new. would be 
converted into an elegant evening 
costume. 

A cashmere dress, if tastefully made, 
looks well on so many occasions that 
it is a most necessary addition lo everv 

wardrobe. 
Cashmere dresses are generally made 

with pleated skirts; bul in making 
over a dreSS there may nol be sutlieient 
material for this style. Lathered 
ruffles are used to some extent, and 
puffs arc popular ; but cashmere and 
other soft wool goods look best pleat- 
ed. 

A velvet vest and cuffs add much to 
these dresses, and the former i 
Aenient style if your basipic is at all 



tight. Kevcrs of velvet, exiend from 
the shoulders to the edge of the 
basque, are very dressv. and could be 
of brocade instead ol velvet. They 
must taper towards the waist. 

Masques without any trimming are 
still worn, and the Straight, high col- 
lar remains in favor 

Sleeves may be left without, any trim 
mine', or have narrow cuffs of the ma- 
terial or of some contrasting goods.

Saturday evening, Mr. Larson, 
after an introduction to tho Conven- 
tion, ascended tho platform and re- 
cited the Doxology (Old Hundred) 
into signs, and also the 23d Psalm.

Their wish was granted, an hour 
after which the presiding officer re 
quested report! to be hoard from Col- 
lege delegates in regard to their pro- 
gress and aims in their Christian 
work. Then, when the hour was 

past, Mr. Larson translated tho 

Lord's Braver into signs, after which 
all the convention prayed together 
that, Cod's blessings be bestowed 
upon the deaf and dumb people, and 
to lead them from ignoranco to light, 
and to the salvation of their silent 
souls. 

One delegate from the Normal

Council PlitfTs is not, the 
that many suppose it to be. where the 
mutes are peacefully disposed and 
altogether tranquil. There seems to 

be a spirit of discontent in that locality 
which prevails among teachers, pupils 
and employes alike. Fast \ear Miss 
Wright, the matron, who had for 
many years, before presided over the 
children with commendable zeal and 
a steady hand, became dissatisfied and 
resigned. This was a severe blow to 
the Institution, as was the resignation 
of Miss Pollock about the same time, 
one of the most popular and con 
scientious teachers. Afterwards Mrs. 
Hail, the successor to Miss Wright, as 
matron, resigned suddenly and unev- 
lly, a few months "ago. Soon 
after this occurrence Miss van Tassel, 
the very efficient instructor in ar- 
ticulation, declined to continue her 
connection with the school, and an- 
nounced that, she would take her final 
departure at the close of the present 
term, which will occur in June next. 
And now the news reaches us lo-dav 
that Prof. Booth, one of the verv best 
and most accomplished teach i 
i he sign language, has been engaged 

by the Deaf and Dumb Institul 
Pennsylvania, at Philadelphia, at an 
advanced salary, and has accepted. 
This all indicates the rapid decline of 
our Iowa Institution, and "many are 
predicting that it is not flourishing 
as it should flourish and 
did flourish in former days. This is 
a serious matter, and one that will 
alarm the patrons of our Iowa Insti- 
tution, in which there arc some two 
hundred pupils, more or less, this 
year.

As proof of his peculiar 
Btness for that particular work, we 
need only cite to the fact that he is 
now at t no head of the Deaf and 
Dumb Institution of Nebraska, one of 
the best and most successful schools 
for mutes anv where to be found in 

the west. N'ovv there must be some 
defect in the management or sur 
roundinga of the Iowa school, else it 

would not continually be chai 

old and experienced teachers for new- 
ones — many of whom ate inexperienc- 
ed. It may be that the aalaril 
too limited to command tho better 
class, of teachers unless they are held 
by other ties and considerations

HoiiM'h.ild Hints. 



Here are directions for making ex- 
cellent rolls for lea: One ipiart of 
flour, one half-teaspoonful ol 
three teaspoonfuls of bating powder, 
one tablespooliful of lard, one pint of 
milk ; mix in ns soft a doagh as you 
can handle ensily, and take pains not 
tO work in much flour on ihe knead 
ino; board ; cut out in narrow ships, 
about the Inches lODgl rub the lop 
over with a little sweet milk, and bake 
in a hot oven. 

Here is a pudding recipe especially 
intended for Dorcas, and for those 
who, like her, are trying to economize 
in the expenditure for the table: One 
quart of flour, one half pound of suet 

chopped very fine > add a good pinch 

of salt; wet with water ; roll out and 
spread a layer of any kind of fruit you 
i it; roll it up and put it, in 
a cloth, leaving room for the pudding 
to swell. Steam for bii hour and a 
half.
